Having thus far conſidered the different methods of preſerv- 
ing a remembrance of families, and having particularly ſhewn 
the manner of regiſtering pedigrees in the HzzaLps Orrick, 
i way not be armiſs. to obſerve, that the Or prck is a Boyy 
CoxroxATx, acting under a charter of King Richard III. 
bearing date the firſt year of his reign. The officers are un- 
der oath. for the juſt performance of their duty : they gene- 
rally meet in the office on the firſt Thurſday in every month, 


or oftener, if required, where all matters relative to pedigrees 


and arms of the nobility and gentry, &c. are examined, and 
if found properly authenticated, are ordered to be entered ; 
but if any difficulty ſhould ariſe, the matter is determined by 
a majority of voices of the kings, heralds, &c. I mention this 
to ſhew that neither pedigrees or arms can be entered in the 


Heralds Office, without ſufficient proof, and Yup thing done 
in due form. 


But to reſume again the ſubject concerning the utility of 
Parochial Regiſters, I would recommend in every entry of a 


marriage ſuch particulars as are ſet forth in that for Ricuary 
MALLETT of Sutton Mallet, in pages 7, 8, and alſo accord- 


ing to the examples in p. 45, 46 aforeſaid; and becauſe the 
married couple, if of ſeparate pariſhes, ſeldom ſettle at the 


place where they are married, if I may venture to offer my 
opinion to higher powers, I would recommend moſt humbly

That Regiſters were from their firſt inſtitution deemed of 
very ſingular importance to the nation in general, may be col- 
lected from the care the Legiſlature have from time to time 

taken about them. The canon of King James I. gives theſe 
directions, with penalties of a mul& on failure of obſervance : 

„ The regiſter ſhall be kept in the church in a coffer with 
te three keys, for the miniſter and each of the churchwardens , 
* and that on the Sunday the miniſter, in the preſence of the 
ec churchwardens, ſhall make the entries of the week before; 
* to every page (when filled) they ſhall all ſubſcribe their 


tt names: and the churchwardens ſhall every year tranſmit a 
e copy thereof to the biſhop's regiſtry.” 


The Parliament alſo have thought the care of Regiſters 
worthy their particular notice ; and accordin gly by an act of 
60 and 70 of King William III. « The miniſter neglecting to 
« make the proper entries in the parochial regiſter ſhall forfeit 
ce the o lum ing One hundred Pounds.” 


And notwithſtandin g theſe ſalutary laws with regard to pa- 
rochial regiſters, it is really amazing to ſee, in many places, 
how very little care is taken about them, while ſome of the 
clergy leave them altogether to the clerk of the pariſh, for 
him to make the entries, who is frequently ſo ignorant of his 
mother- tongue as not to be able to ſpell either Chriſtian or 
Surnames; or whoſe entries, for want of many neceſſary par-

wick his widow, as one' of the moſt remarkable examples of

To this collection of examples concerning Regiſters the 
matriculation books in the univerſity of Oxford elaim particu- 


lar notice: having occaſion ſome time ago to examine the date 
of a young gentleman's entry in that univerſity, I was ſur- 


prized and pleaſed to find the great exactneſs with which ſuch 
entries are made; for not only the day and year of the entry, 
but alſo the age of the young gentleman, and the Chriſtian 
name and reſidence of the father were ſpecified, and alſo whe- 
ther he was the elder or younger ſon. I make no doubt but 
the ſame exactneſs is obſerved 1 in the univerit of Cambridge.
